However, the Examiner did 
state that within the dependent claims he believed to be two distinct species of memory cells; 
the first using polysilicon and the other using silicone-nitride as a protective layer. 

However, if in response to the 
August 27 th Examiner's communication, Applicants are required to elect a species, 
Applicants hereby elect the "polysilicon" species .
